' A Mong the Conſiderations that may move the minds of 
A Great men to enquire with exa& Diligence into things 
that daily occurr in matters of State, none of the ſmalleſt is 
that of farifting into theriſes and Motives of Changes and 
Tempeſts of Government, by reaſon that very often from a 
a moſt inconſiderable Cauſe are derived the total ſubverſions * 
of Kingdoms, though barely to reflect upon the beginning of 
theſe viciſsitudes, would be eſteemed a thing, rather worthy, 
of ridiculous Contempt, than of mature Conſideration. The 
firſt Monarchy of the World, which was that of the Afyriens 
had its fall from a moſt frivolous and accidental Contingency, 
through Sardanapalus their laſt King ſuffering himſelf -to be 
ſeen in a Ferhdle Habit by his Generall,. whence. that ; of the, 
Mode} had its rife,” which again meerly by 4 Dream was tum- 
bled down'the Prectpice,” and'fo rhe! others that ſtarted up- 
can hardly h6aſt any more canlideralte Origine -of their-Rn 
vat A » he. 
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ine. Thus it 15 not only uſefull, but alſo neceſiary for Princes 
to obſerve minutely the train of things, in the matrer of the 
vinding up the fate of Great Patentates, that ſo in the School 
cf the Events of others they may find their own inſtruftion, 
and ſo provide themſelves with Preſervatives againſt the iater- 
vention of the like Caſes. 

The Orroman Monarchy, which for many Ages has been 
raiſed up to the higheſt pitch by Victories ahd Conqueſts, 
now like to the former, is running on to a ruinous Preci- 
pice: And though it has uſd its. utmoſt efforts to uphold ir 
felf againſt the violeace and Impetuoſitics of contrary Acci- 
dents, which guide it to a Fall, - muſt it ſuffer the viciſsi- 
tudes of Natural things, which aftex having encreas'd to a cer- 
tain pitch of greatneſs, pay the neceſlary Tribute to their 
Decay and Debaſement. The late Convuliions which have 
been for ſome Months at Conſtantinople have more than a little 
contributed to the Depreſsion of that Empire, with the De- 
poſing the Grand Signior Mahomer, and the advancing of Sok- 
man his grother.; adding therennto. the total Change of. the 
Principat Minzſters, -who-with the ſpilling of their qwa Blood 
have ſtained the nzw Monarchs Purple. The Knowlcdge of 
this is come to and ſpread throughout thz whole World, but 
alter*deither by paſsioa or aff:ction, conformably. as Lacereſt - 
or Adulation requires,and the particulars of thoſe Convyllions 
heve boen divulg'd neither with that Evidence nor that Clear- 
nefs, as my intontion is to do at preſent, deliring to give the 
cnfuing Account, as it was taken upon the Place of the Occur- 
1ences herein relatcd, and from ſuch Perſons as would ſecure 
it of the judicious confideraticn. and” virtuous Curioſity -of 
tht moſt noble Geniulles. 

refore that the EleQor of Bavaria;:ſeconded by. other Impe- 
rial Squadrons had near Effeck. diſorder*'d, put to flight and 
utterly routed-the Oroman Army, lateſtine Diſlentions over- 
whelm'd the ſamc by. the mzans of Solyman Pacha, Grand 
Kiwer, and Oſman Chigns Pachs, becauſe that this Latter ha- 
ving ever before been us'd; to be the head of the Aſcarique 
High-way-men, and'ro ſcowr oyer all without any Military 
Piſzipline, one while Plundering one Village, and then _

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ther, anfl withall tot orning to rdbb anfl Erip Paſſen 

he could not confine himſelf ro the ſtreights of a Paſs aflign'd 
him by the GraraV:zier in order to guard ir, and very bitterly 
bore with the being ſabordinate to other Peoples Commands, 
whereupon the Paſs being attack*d by the Imperial Tronps,the 
Moſt Serene ElcfQor of Bavaria having advanc'd at the head of 
them wita incomparable Reſolution, he preſently made O/mar 
ſenible that his Daſtardly Retreat was the having to do with 
Martializ* Men; that his pretended Valonr was only the falſe 
Bravery of Highway-Men, and that it was a Temerarious Pre- 
ſumption in him to think that the CondnR or flaſhy Gallantry 
of a Robber conld enticle him to the Soldiery. This occaſion*d 
the Grand Vizier*s and Oſmans Impraching each other at the 
Port of the Unhappy ſucceſs of the Orroman Armies. But the 
Viziers Party prevail'd as being gronnded upon Reaſon, and 
as having made appear that Ne in the Retrenchments of the 
Quarters, and in ordering of the Troups, had not been want- 
ing to exert the Talents of a Prudent and Experienc'd Gene- 
fall ; if the other had ſhewn that of a Faithfull Miniſter 
in maintaining ſo very important a Poſt as was teft to his Fi- 
delity and Cuſtody. In the mean while orders were diſpatch 
from the Port to the Grand Vizier to ſecure Oſman and his 
Adherents, by putring them in Priſon or elſe to Death, con- 
formably as he ſhould judge moſt Expedicnt for the weal of 
the preſent Poſture of Afﬀiirs. He, however being of a Nature 
very diſtaat from imbruing his Hands in the Subj=&s Blood, 
conlidered, that it was not then a tine ro foment the boiligg 
hamonrs of the Army that was in over-great Dejetion ah 
Confution through the late Defear,he judg'd it niore advifable 
to conceal and ſurceaſe the ſupream order,and to connive at a!l 
patiently till a more convenient ſeaſon, or that a more happy 
conjuntture afforded him the opportunity of executing it 
' withour a noiſe. But Oſman who had by other means pene- 
trated the fecrer, manag'd himſelf with Extraordinary Cau- 
tion, evcr labouring under Apprehenſions of being unexpet- 
edly ſurpriz'd, and being a Perſon that knew how to capti- 
vate the AﬀeMions of the Milirias by the hopes cf Booty, at- 
rempted, and ſped ia F__ them Mutiny aziinſt Soljmar, 
A 2 who 
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who having neither forces to reſiſt, nor means to pacify the. 
Soldiery, elteemAd it a judicious Reſolution by flight to eſcape 
ſrom the Rage of the Mutinons _ as he did in the Com- 
pany of the Tefrerdar or Grand Treaſurer, and the Rais Efftnd; 
or Great Chancellor, going in a Boat upon the Danube as far 
as Ruſſe, and from thence paſſing Poſt to Aarianople, where he 
ſtay*d to atrend the Grand Sigmors orders. 

But becauſe the rout of the Army had occaſion'd a more 
than ordinary Confuſion in the Grand Signior*s Mind, Regeb 
Pacha, the K aimecam, found it a difficult Province to pacify 
him, and to, make him ſenſible that it. was an effect of fortune 
and not any want of failure in the General: It becoming Regeh 
to be more than ordinary urgent to upholdSolymansRepuration, 
as having been advanced by him to the Office of Kaimacan ; 
And accordingly he at length ſucceeded, and withall obtain'd 
a Promiſe from the Grand Signior to be made Grand Vitzer, 

In the mean while Oſman Chiauſe's Mutinous Troups gave 
no {mall matter for Apprehenſion ; ſeeing after baving Sack*d 
and Plunder*'d the Tents and Moveables of the YVizier Solimax 
pon his flight, they would alſo make appear to the Port, this 
to have been done through a Motive of juſt Reſentment, and 
not the effect of a Rebellious Spirit. For this intent they elected 
out of the Body of the Army four Commiſſioners, whom they 
ſent to Conft antmople, at the {ame time that the Grand Signior 
to Quiet them had ordered that a Veſt and Sword ſhould be 
difpatcht to Oſman declaring him Seraskier, and had pcr- 
mitted Soliman to repair to Conſtantinople. While Soliman was 
on his way thicher, he had notice from ſure hands of the forc- 
ſud Commillioners or Deputies journey, and underſtood, that 
the Demand they had to make in the name of the whole Army, 
was, that they would abſolatcly have him depoſed from being 
Grand Viſicr.. Upon this he made a halr, and having conſulr- 
cd ſ:verall Opinions, he determincd to conſigne the ſeal and 
Prophets Standard to the Teſrerdar and to Rai Effendi, that 
they might preſent them t5 the Grand Signior, and he having 
left the high Ro2d got privately into Conftantingple,, He-would 
not go direttly to hazard his own Perſon at a time that the 
Deputies of the Army might have iaculcated ſome diſtaſte in 

the 
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Grand Signier*s Mind, whom fear did eafily make ſuceptible of 
any impreſlion; but thought expedient to keep private, ho-, 
ping that by the means of the K aimecan his Creature to faci- 
litate his ingreſle to the Grand Sigmor, and that he might with 
the more Security make his: vindication, when the Deputics 
were departed. 

Theſe Deputies+hadtheir Audience, and their Demand bc- 
ing underſtood, the Grand Signior was at a loſs for Council), 
and compelld-by the preſent neceſſity, he determin'd Oſman 
ChiausP acba forV1ieicr diſpatching theSeal to him with thePro- 
phets ſtandard by the Sch#er, whois the Officer that * carries 
the Grarnd S1gniors Sword; furthermore commanding expreſsly 
Rais Effends, and the Tefrerdar to return with all dilligence to 
the Camp. hs 

While that in Conſtantinople. ſuch Reſolutions were prepa- 
ring to apply ſpeedy. Remedies to all theſe Eyills, came 
notice to the Court, that the Soldjery_ being become more 
contumx ious than ever, were not only-intens upon their:own 
fatisfaction, but-procceding. from-Military to.Poliricall mar- 
ters, pretended to lay hand to the Helme, and. with the Sword 
cut through the Chain of the preſentGovernment. The Soldiers 
confider?d, that the Principall Miniſters, . being brought into 
diſcredit with, and Suſpition of the Prince, he would: have 
neither force nor Councill to reſtlt the Violence of a Reſolnte 
Army. The Grand Signior labour'd under ſuch a danating ſur- 
prize that he would have poſtpon'd any Political confiderati- - 
on to the Preſ>rvation cf hisown Perſon and Degree z where- 
uþon the 'Soldiershaving Suh their Point of placing in rhe 
management of publick Aftairs Miniſters depending on them, 
might the more freely give a loole to- their Rapines, Inſolen- 
cies and undue and , boundleſs Pretentions of Pay, without 
fearing Correction, ſeeing, thoſe who were to obviate ſnch 
exortatances were of their party. and then, baving onre'fcr 
foot upon the Authority of their ſupreme Lord, *it would be 
no Giftchle, matter in other Occurrences to-improve the ſame 
means for the attaining of their Demands. , In the mean while 
they marched away for Conſtartinaple witha firm Reſolution 


and moſt ſolemn Yow to reform the preſent Government,and 
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to canſe to fall as viftimes to their owrn eſtabliſhment the 
Head of the Xiſlar Aga, and Chiefef the Black Ennmnchs,whn 
was the Grand Signiors Chiefeſt Favourite, and many Others as 

well within as withont the Seraglio. 
his unexpected Advice did in ſach manner ſarprize Maho- 
mtimind, as not being a perſon us'd to ſuch like Enconnters, 
that he abſolutely loſt aff hopes not only of intcrruprting the 
execution of this Deſign, but alſo of making the lealt oppoli- 
tion. Indced RegebK aimecam did with a Conragecous and un- 
dannted Spirit race all theſe threatning Dangers, and advis 
the Grand Signior to retire into the Greet Seraglio, and to pro- 
vide it with his choiceft and vatianteſt Tronps as a Bank a- 
gainſt the inundations of the Rebellious ſquadrons. He made 
a ſbift to give his Prince to underſtand "that the ſuddenly gi- 
ving way to the temeriry of mutinying Subjets, was a giving 
thein Liberty and Encouraging them to have often recourſe to 
the like diſloyall way of proceeding, which they wonld the 
. leſs doubt their ſucceeding in, ſering they had allready rrac'd 
out a path to the accompliſhment of their raſh and inſolent 
Demands. That the making head in fuch like caſes was the 
ſhewing that to Command and Anthority he had nnited 
» ſenſe & Courage to maintain them. That the inſolentMultitude 
was like an airy vapour, that upon the bare appearing of the 
Raies of it's Lawfull Prince immediately diſſolves away, and 
-is requc'd to the ſtate of true Ohedience. That did he but ſtand 
Firmand Conſtant in not ſuffering the Rights and Preroga. 
tives of his Crown to be Uſurp?*d, he would by the effects find 
"the ſteadyneG of his Councills. But ſuch Exhortations ts 
theſe prevaild lirgte. upon the Grand Signior, becauſe that fear 
' having polleſgd and darkned his undetſtanding, did not 
ſuffer him to' diſcern the Ctearnefs of theſe Reaſons. This 
notwithſtanding, this Truſty Mmiſter would needs have re- 
courſe to'niew Means to obviate the Inconveniences,that were 
abrooding, ant! repairing to'the Afufti he'would have pro- 
cured of him to iſſve ont a Proclamation or Sentence, by which 
to declare guilty of High Treaſon and Rebells all thoſe thas 
ſhould have the infolence to oppoſe and -not pynueily obcy 
the orders of the Grard Sirnior, But the Maſti Knowing ſuch 
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2 Dechratioh to be void, when the not executing the Sy- 

me Orders is an immediate Offence of Delinquency, 
judg*d ir ſounder Counſel, to decline fuch a Province, and the

| the Aga of the Jamzaries Pulſe, meaning, ( upou & - 


ſappoſition of his being ſtedfaſt and conſtaut in his Loyalty 
to his Prince) to try whether he was able in ſomes manner to 
bring down the Arrogancy of the Tumultuous Soldiery, and 
both fix the ſtaggering Throne to its Lzwfull Sovereign, ant 
divert the impending ruine; and he found him not averſe to 
his Intentions. But fo much Diligence us'd by the K aimecan 
for the Grand Signior”s good, brought forth a moſt finiſtrous 
effe&t, becauſe while he was comtriving and procuring the 
Safety and Maintenance of his Emperour*s State and Gran- 
deur, he pulPd down upon himſelf the loſs-of his. employ, 
Liberty, aad finally of his very Life. For the Kizlar, ſeeing 
{ many motions of the Kaimecam, grew. more - than. a little 
jzalous of all theſe Goings and Comings, doubting that he 
kept Intelligence with and. fomented the Seditious Army, .and 
was minded to ſtrikein wich the Mutinous Troups :- Yet this 


ſutſpition, however contrary to the 'Fruth, being communi- - 


cated by the Kiziar to the Grand, Sjgmor, had- ſuch efficacy, 
that Orders were given to takethe poor Kaimecar into Cu- 
ſtody. This muſt neceſſarily kave been a: piece of wanto1ne(s 
in Mahomers Fortune, that muſt nzeds make-1liim himſelf the 
Author of his owe: Ruine; and:thus puſh from him the only 
Prop-that contriv*d all manner of means to upinold his ſinking 
Authority. / Wherefore Boſtangs Packs being commanded to ſe- 
cure Keg«b,; he-went to his Houſe, and ſhewing him the $u- 
preme Order;- jt was received .-by him with all .manner of 
ſeeming, uncoacern and Reſignation ; And-thus ſhewing a moſt 
ready Obedicace,. he immediately order'd his Servants to pet 
him a Horſe ready,gomg «Jong with theMiniſter to theStairs 
foot, where being come he'told the Boſhangs Pachi,that it would 
not be inconvenient that he return'd to his Lodgings, to take 


ſameZecchin; along-with him,& knowing frankneſs & Gayety - 
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t6 he yeryefficarions means to ſpeak hisInnocency,he cry'd,jeſt- 
ingly foney even makes thoſe Clean, that are really tainted,& 
the Miniſters train being already far advanc'd, he was oniy 
zeconmany by the-Aga to his Cloſet-door,wherein entring, 
and having open'd a back-Door that led into the Garden, he 
that way {lipt out of the hands'of his Guards, and rov d from 
Gonſtantinople through the fields for the ſpace of twenty Miles; 
bur his- fight being known by the Grand Signior he ordered 
ſome to go ia purſuit of him withall Celeriry and Diligence, 
and he was found in a field not only over-whelm'd with his 
misfortunes, but likewiſe with wearineſs and hunger, and 
thence conducted a Priſoner into the Seraglio. 

"Every ſhaddow of fufpicion 'that came into the. Grand 
Sizgniors Head was ſufficient to .put him. upon the Extremeſt 
Reſolutions : '\And now doubting that the Avufti confined to 
Burſiaand the Depoſed Vitier Tbrabim,Exil'd to Rhodesdid fo- 
ment the tumults of the Army, he thought Expedient toBaniſh 
the former to a more remote Place; that fo theDiſtance might 
doprive him of theConveniency of Tampering with theMilitia; 
and then ſent the C apirz Pachi to Rhodes,with orders to take off 
the ſaid Ibrabtms head. This Pachi was carried by aBeg,who was 
much Jbrabims friend ; and was the ſame that with his own 
Galley had conducted him to hisBaniſhment in Rhodes. Infomuch 
that this/Beg being come to /brabims Houſe, he found-him diſ-

This News ſo much afflited-/brabim that having embrac'd a 
little Son that ſat wpon his'Knees, he remain'd a while without 
ſpeaking then killing: him, &- weeping, he commanded that. they 
ſhouldtake the Child away; then turning tothe Caprgs he ſaid;

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all my Wealth and means, to thus Place divefled of al 
rowveniences and of Liberty it ſelf, but that it muſt alſo deprive me 
of my Life ; what can the Blood of an Unfortunate Wrerch avail 
the Prince, and what ſuſpicion can redound ts the Crown from « 
Lone Amuthority & Convenienty. I muff indeed con- 
fefs that misfortunes never go alone, but ke t0 « Cham one ring 's 
lin d within anorber : and caſting his eye upon the ſtring that 
was to ſtrangle him,and parceting itto be too thick, he cry'd

The foreſaid Sceletter being ſent by the Grazd Signior with 
the Seal and Standard for the new Yiſier Oſman met the Army 
at Nifſe near Sophis, juſt in the time that the Soldiers had in a 
Tumult kill'd Emir Pacha, and the Tefterdar,for having aban- 
doned them and followed the Yizier in his flight : They alſo 
kilPd 4; Efend; the ſaid Emir*s Predeceſſour in the Treaſury, 
and one Aghen Zade, a man of above Eighty years old, who 
formerly was Rais Effendi, meerly becanſe he aqmoniſh*'d them 
not to ſpill Muſſulmen Blood, was by them purſned to death, but 
he eſcaping into the Y3z5er's Tent, was by him cover'd with 
his own Veſt ; but then ſeeing the Soldiers would inexorably

In the Beginning of their rage Ris Efendz made his eſcape, 
and ſince that time we have had no certain Knowledge of him.

Occaſion. all the ſhops to be ſhut up ; but theſe fears imme- 
diately. vaniſhed, becauſe that Niſſangek Pacha was forthwith 
diſpatcht throughout. the whole City and proclam*d that on. 
pain of Death they ſhould all keep open their ſhops. | 

In the mean while the Soldiers did not ſhew themſelves any 
wiſe pacified with the ſatisfaQtions given them by the Grand 
Sjgnior ; and as concerning that of Solymans Death, they openly 
cry'd, that they had not in the leaſt required his head, but 
that they aim'd at having him alive in their hands, to make 
him givean Exa& Account of the, Moneys Leavied the laſt year 
for the Service of the War,and wherein he had conſum'd them. 

The Naſachi, that return'd from the Army with their An- 
ſwer,found that the Ki/iare Age was impriſon'd in the Seraglio, 


and that in his ſtead Ali-4g4. was made Kaſnader, In li 
manner the Boftangi Pack; was taken into Cuſtody, and he de- 
clred to have the ſaperintendency of that Employ. There 


were alfo impriſon'd the Seigmen Pachi, or Janizar-Aga, the 
Tefterdar, with whom were likewiſe the Empreſles Chraxs and 
Steward, the Maxur Aga, the Chief Tekrags, Starni Effendi, 
Cafan Elebi intendant of the Arſenal, Ornar Aga, Regebs Kia 
Giaban Age, or Chief Commiſſioner of the: Cuſtoms,: whoa 
was impriſon'd the day of Regebs flight; and then tormented 
to reveal the: Treaſnre and the place where he had hid it; 
And all theſe were ſent to the Army, by whom they were 
clapt under Arreſt, but the Boſtangi Pachi, and-the Seigmen 
Pachi were ſet again at Liberty, the former being further 
ſent Pacha to Metelino, and the ſecond for Seraskier againſt the 
Fenerians in the Morea. Nay and the Mokar Aga was ſent to 
command the Fanizeries in (Candia, and all this was done by 
the Armies order. But the freeing the Kizlar-Aga was not 
with the Conſent of the Souldiers, but of the Grand Signiors 
own Motion, though Condemn'd to pay three huudred Purſes, 
andall the Eſtate he had in Conſtartivople tobe confiſcated. He 
took his tuarch for «/£gypt where he polſleſſed vaſt Riches, ha- 
Ting been in that Employ for 18 Years together in which = 
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he -always ſtood poſſeſs'd of the Grand Signiors favour, who. 
ſuffer'd himfelf to be governd hy him more than by any other 
Miniſter, inſomuch that all the Y3firs and Fachas careſs'4 and 
preſented him to be in his favour. 

But the Grand Signor on the 22th of Oftober was reſolved: 
to put Policy upon the ſtretch, and like a Candle that is ready- 
to go out, he tryed the moſt efficacious means to revive the 
Blaze of his decaying Authority ; for that refleting,. but too 
late, that he was depriv'd of his moſt truſty Miniſters and. 
Confidents, and ſurrounded by thoſe that were aſgn'd him- 
bythe Army, and that all the means he had rais'd, ta ſatisfy 
the Militia, did in no wiſe avail but render'd them -bolder 
than ever, he came at Midnight into Conſtantinople. He: at»: 
tempted the Cunningeſt Rratagem to fix himſelf by main force: 
in the Throne,even to the ſhame of angry fortune,and feigning. 
to know it to be impoſſible to maintain himfelf in the-Impe- 
rial ſeat, He askt to ſpeak with his Brother Solimay, giving 
to underſtand that he meant to recommend his Sons to him, 
ſeeing it became him to give way to the force of his Deſtiny ;. 
but nevertheleſs under this fition he foſter'd a reſalute Spirit 
to take away his own Sons and Brothers Lives, that © the. 
Army might be compelt'd to continue him at the Helm, there 
being no others of the Imperial Line. But'the Boſtangi Pachi 
and' Xizlar- Aga conceived ſome ſuſpicion of this matter, and: 
immediately made the Xaimecam acquainted with it, .who 
coming inſtantly ordered the Gi«ka Aga to. go into the ſtreets 
near the Wall of the Seraglio, and admoniſhed the Grand Signior 
not to make.any Attempt againſt his own Blood, and to for-: 
bear giying any ſuſpicion, by ſecking to enter into the Apart- 
ments 6f his Sons and Brother, becauſe that the FJanizaries. 
had ſurrounded the Seragho, and would ſurprize him if he 
did not remain _ This Enterprize being alſo thus inter- 
rupted, he found himſelf Excluded from all means of main- 


taining: himſelf in the Sovereign Degree. 

But now. was the hour come that he was to Experience the 
Viciſlitudes of Humanity, p ng from the Poſſeſſion of a vaſt 
Empire tothe narrow Compals of four Walls, and the firſt 
ſtorke. that preſag'd. the effet, was his being given to 
: - | underſtand. 
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- underſtand that his Sons were taken from him and put yn - 
der a ſafe Guard, with the greater ſecurity to cooperate for 
. the Brothers ſafety. Then he more evidently knew-it when 
he ſaw himſelf under Confinement, the Boſtangi Pachi having 
Exprefs order from the X aimecam, not to ſuffer him to enter 
into a Boat, nor ſo much as to ſtir out without his firſt being 
made acquainted with it. Thus was the Unfortunate Grand 
Sjenior pcnn'd up in the Serrail, without having other Recrea- 
tion in his tormenting Circumſtances, than a harſh Remem- 
*brance of his paſs'd Grandeurs, which ſerv'd the more to 
rack him : He repair'd often to a Kioſch upon the Sea-ſhore 
under the Wall of the Serrazl, to divert himfelf a little from 
the Melancholly thoughts which poſſeſſed his Mind. In the 
mean while his Greatneſſes terminated on the 29th of Ofebey, 
and upon his Ruines his Brother Solimar laid the firſt founda- 
tion of his felicities. 

The Army was come within two days journey to Pome- 
Graxd, and at Midnight entred Chiebeck, where the Lieute- 
nant-General of the Janizaries, with ten Companies of that 
Militia, ftudy'd to bring about the alteration, without any 
-Hurly-Burly in the City or Serrail. 

In the megan while, the Boftandei Pacha, and the Kizler- 
Aga repair'd about Midnight to the Grand Signior Mahowmer, 
'In purſuance of the orders they had received of putting him 
into fafe Cuſtody. He in Confuſion knew not what 
anſwer to make, but that he did not know of his having com- 
mitted any Errour, by which he might merit ſuch a puniſh- 
ment; to which the Miniſters reply'd, that he ſhould call to 
mind, that he had reigned forty years and vpwards, and that 
this ought to ſuffice him, being the Conrſe of a Man's Life. 

Before day the Xaimecam, Mufti, Caydelesker, and. ſome 
Principal Perſons of the Law, re-aſſembled at St. Sophia, and 
having performed their morning Devotions, at the. firſt

It is a matter Worthy of Reflection, 
that a few Squadron of Matinons Soldiers ſhould be ſuffici- 
ent to bring about the Changing of an SU by fo long 
x train of years rooted in the Command of fo great and po- 
pulous a City, without the leaſt Combuſtion or Diſorder, at- 
tending ſuch a Revolution, and without meeting Oppoſition 
and Reſiſtance 3 and this cafe ſeems to renew the aricient 
practiſe of the Roman Soldiery, who at their pleaſure Elefted 
their Emperours, and by berely sppearing at the Walls of 
Rome, forc'd the People to concarr with their Opinion. But 
however, he that fhall conſider the conſternation, nnder which 
People labour'd in Carffantimoph, will have little Room for 
Wonder, that they had fo quietly faſfered the torall Topfy- 
.Turveying of the Monarchy, becauſe that their minds being 
dejeted by continual advices of unhappy Succeſſes, and their 
Perſons terrify'd with the Preſence of armed Soldiers, they 
had neither means nor forces to oppoſe themſelves againſt rhe 
Current of theſe reſpe&tive Events. And beſides, the People 
hoping to change fortune with the ſhifting of Perſons, did the 
more eafily comply with the New Government. Moreover 
the Miniſters proceeded with a pradent Cautiouſneſs in the 
Exaltation of the New Emperour, not Rtaying for all the Sol- 


dicry to come into the City, whence would have enſued moſt- 


heavy Inconveniences, and of conſiderable Prejudice, if the 
Military Inſolence had had the honour of folely advancing 
Soliman to the Commands.

up to the Grand Signior the Seal and Prophets Standard, from 
whom he received a new Seal with his own name. 

Afterwards, the Spahjes and Fanizaries afſembled in the 
Hippodrome and Meidan, requiring the Heads of their Eni- 
mies, their Pays and other Dues. The Former were in the 

and the Latter in the Meider, and they all demand- 
ed that Regeb the late K aimecam ſhould be put alive into their 
hands, but prevail'd not. He was indeed ſtrangled in Priſon, 
and his Body Expoſed upon the Place of St. Sophia before the 
great Gate of the Serrail upon an old Matt untill the Morning 
of the i1xth day, and then it was removed. This was a great 
Man both for his Capacity and Courage, and if the Depoſed 
Sultan had liſtned to his Perſuahons, he would either have 
continued npon the Throne, os at leaſt made his fall a diffi- 
cult Enterprize by ſome Ac of Generoſity. 

After Regebs Death one Cochiuc Mehomer a Ring-leader of 
the Mutinous Spahies, endeavourcd to perſuade the Soldiers 
to be quiet, and content themſelves with three Pays inſtead 
of five; This man had indeed great Authority among the 
$o14iers, nay more than the Yizir himſelf, and becauſe great 
Per ſons ſent him rich Regales, and that he dwelt in a Sump- 
£404us Palace, went abroad in 2 Magnificent Garb, and rode 
about with a Guard of Armed Men, theſe things made the 
Soldiers jc*lous that he was corrupted with Moneys, and at 
their colt procured his own Greatneſs; wherefore towards

Pallace, and meeting him with ſtaves and knives miſerably

- Ja the mean while the Soldiers would not fuffer the Prey 
of Kizlar-Aga to eſcape out of their hands, He having been 
freed by the depoſed Grand Signior, and was going for Cairo, 
For they diſpatcht ſome - im to ſeize him,& having over- 
taken him at Nices, the Ebnuch Capigi Pachi, had not the Cou- 
rage to attacque him, as having 200. Perſons with him ; but 
having naited the Country People, they enclos'd him on all 
ſides, and ſo being taken Priſoner by the Souldiers, they car- 
ried him Priſoner to Conſteminople, where he will certainly in 
a ſhort time be beheaded ; in the Interim they have made him 
Confeſs where he hid all his Wealth, knowing him to be Ex- 
traordinary Rich. 

HMabomet, the late Grand Sjgnior, has anew beſought the 
Emperour to grant him the Company of his Sons, and he js 
indulg*d ia his Requeſt, they all being in the very Apartment 
where for ſo many Years, the ſame Solimarn was confined in 
the Serrad.

been Impriſon'd in the Seaven Towers, he was freed thence, 
being nevertheleſs bound to pay to the Pulylick Five bundred 
thonſand Crowns, befides vaſt Sums disburf ro rhe Miniſters 
for the obtaining his Delivery.

Beſides they have inſinuated into him that 
he ſhould not grant Aabomer the favour of the Phyſicians he 
requir'd, to cure the Indiſpoſition of his Legs, that were 
very much Swoln, and to open anew certain parts that , had 
been cut, all, having ed from. a Totall Change of 
this Princes way of Living, ſeeing now he-is forc'd to remain 
penn'd: up in a Chamber without any manner of Diverſion 
whateyer; whereas before by the Exercizes of Riding and 
Hunting, he was, as it were, in continual Motion. And to 
palliate this A& of Barbarity, they have perſuaded him to

fantinople. The truth is, this Refalution takeniby the Graud Segrior 
was {that of an unexperiencd Perſon, meaning that w— 
ſhould ſerve for a Buckler to defend his own Authority, 40 
ſecure binafolf frora the forces of the Mutihans Saldiery. 

The Relying one apon the Law when che junure roquires 
the Chafſtiſeront of Rebells arnr'd and at war with the force and 
Power of Juſtice, and incapable of bring redyc'd to +-ſenſe,of 
their futy, otherwaſe than by che Dint of Iron and open Reſifſt- 
ance, is 40. ſhew, aoTthe Spirit of a warlike Prince, but, phe faint- 
hearvednefs.of a timerous Religious. bf Selimar could not do, 
like Somnirexs, who only with her Royall Preſence and with Pow- 
evfull-words was able £o intcrupt the Courſe of a moſtrfurions Ig- 
ſuyreftion made 'by rhe People of Babylon, becauſe that being a 
new and grocn Prince, .nat advane'd for his Merits gor ia vogue 
for his 'Enterprizes, nor having experience or Addre6s in Af. 
faivs, but lified up upon the Throne by Tumpltuons $quardrons 
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bo ſuppreſs ſuch Sturdy Commotions, he onght at leaſt to have 
conven'd all the Militia, and arm'd men that had no hand in the 
tumults and were not infeted with Rebellion, and with open 
force make head againſt the Mutiniers, making them experi- 
ence, that as they had judg*d him worthy of the Crown, he had 
a Head to ſuſtain it, anda Spirit to exert his Dignity. 

Yet this ſhift of Setting up the Standard, dictated to him by a 
Deſperate neceſlity, did ſo far avail him, that if it did not ſerve 
to make him known for a Prince of High Mettle, it at leaſt ſuf- 
fic'd from the Military Inſolences to fecure both his Life and the 
Imperial Crown : Becauſe that upon the bare fight of this Stan- 
dard, an innumerable Body of arm'd men got together, and 
thorongh all the Burroughs, Wards, Quarters and Serails of 
Conftantinople the People flock'd in arms, by which Concourſe 
the Grand Signior being animated, he canſed Proclamation to be 
made, that the Soldiers of the Inſurretion were Rebells to the 
Prince and the Laws, and by Conſequence Worthy of the ' 
Severeſt Puniſhments, and that therefore every man of them 
ought to be ſought out with exat Diligence, to make them with 
their Lives pay the penalty of ſo many ſlaughters as they had 
committed in the Princes Miniſters and Servants, and to give 
Life to the Publick Peace by utterly extinguiſhing thoſe Contu- 
macious Enemies of the univerſal Wellfare. Their Temerity was 
become Intollerable, and if this Peſtilence had not been quite 
rooted out, it would quickly have iafected all the Country with 
evident Danger of the totall fall of the Orroman Monarchy. Theſe 
Words ſeem'd a Trumpet that reviv'd in all Peoples minds the 
Deſire of running precipitouſlly ro the laughter of the Mutiniers, 
Inſomuch that in a Trice the People were ſeen with their Swords 
in their hands to ſearch the moſt hidden Recefſes and moſt con- 
cealed ſculking Places, that fo they might not leave any ſeed of 
ſo pernicious a Brood. Thus were they cut to pieces in all parts 
of the City, without any diſtinction of Degree or Perſon, 
having no hopes of any Refuge, ſeeing the Grand Signior 
had caus'd Proclamation to be made, that all thoſe ſhould be 
judg'd Guilty of High-Treaſon, and worthy of Death, that ſhonld 
give Aid, Harbour, or in any wiſe defend or conceal the foreſaid 
Rebelils, ſo as to impede the Correftion due for the Crimes they had 
committed ; 
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committed ; By which means was reoted out in a little time the 
Plant of this Contumacious Brood, which from a deſpicable ſeed 
had ina trice grown to ſuch a Height, as to ſhade the whole Mo- 
narchy with its Branches. A Ring-Leader of the Mntfizeers being 
ſurprized by the Loyal Party, he would have redcemed his Life 
and Liberty by disburling three hundred Purſes; but he offered 
what was no longer his own, ſeeing the bare declaration of a Re- 
bell did deprive him of whatever he poſſeſs'd, which devolv'd to 
the Imperial Fiſcal and Exchecquer, and beſides theſe were Moneys 
pinch'd ia ſacking the Houſes of the Grand YVizier and Treaſurer, 
thas he only reſtored part of the Booty, and not paid out of his 
own ſtock a Redemption for his Life. Therefore was he alſo ſtran- 
gled, and his Carcaſs thrown with others into the Publick Place, 
Yet durſt they not do the ſame to the Aufri, ſeeing the Reverence 
to the Sacerdotil Degree did not permit them to embrue their 
hands in his Sacred Blood, notwithſtanding he had been no ſmall 
Abettor of the Commotions of che Mutinous Soldiery ; but they 
contented themſelves with depoſing him from his Office,eſteeming 
it a greater Puniſhment than Death it ſelf, ſeeing he mult ever live 
a private Man, with the tormenting & infamous Remembrance of 
his having been depoſed from his Dignity by having fomented the 
Inſurre&ions of Men againſt their Lawfull Prince. The Mufti his 
Predecſſor was reſtored to that Poſt, and in the Place of the flzin 
Vizier the Grand Signior put the Niſangi Pacha, pro Interim, being 
a man almoſt decreped, but of great Merit, and this poſlibly to 
honour his Death, and to have time to provide another, the Im- 
portance of ſuch a Dignity not allowing of its being left vacant. 
la the mean while, the Grand Signior laid mightily to heart the 
Death of the Yizier that was Tain by the Mutineers, as well 
becauſe he owed all his Greatneſs to his Procurement, as that by 
his Death he kad given ſignal Inſtances that he would have prov'd 
a Valiant General, if the Barbarouſneſs of his Soldiers had not 
nipt off the flower of their conceived Hopes. Wherefore to re- 
munerate in part his good ſervice, He caus'd immediately Pro- 
clamation to be made, that whoever had,held, or knew the Place, 
whither the Goods of the ſaid Yizier were removed by the Rebells 
upon the Plunder of his Houſe, they ſhould within the term of 
three Days bring them or —_ them to the Imperial Chamber

to procure Repoſe, winch has been {> often. interrupted and 
deny'd them; and Employs the utmoſt force of Authority to 
acquire for them till greater- advantages in what concerns the 
e of thoſe that live free, but with incomparable Exemplifi- 
cation trys all forms to. get out. of the Chains of Slavery thoſe 
Miſerable Chriftians, that live oppreſſed under its weighty and in-

But what is further worthy of note is the advice Dronght t6 
the Port, that the Soldiery that was ſent back to their Quarters 
_—_— under a Rebellious Leader, do now ravage and infeſt 
the Countrys hoſtilely, ſeizing on all that offers it ſelf to their 
hands ; having loſt all reſpeft for the orders iſſued aut by the 
Grand Signior, they reſolve no longer to pay any Military Obe- 
dience, but freely to ſcour thoſe Territories and Countreys, li- 
ving upon the means, ProduQ and Incomes of thoſe wretched 
Inhabitants. 

This is Exa&ly the preſent ſtate of Aﬀairs of the Otroman 
Monarchy, whence, whoever ſhalt minutely Examine all the Cir- 
cumſtances of the fore-related Events will have occaſion to dee 
duce the Neceſſary Conſequence; that the Pore this Year is ma- 
nifeſtly reduc'd to an impoſſibility of making any Reſiſtance a- 

inſt the Confederated Arms, as being utterly depriv'd of Sol- 

ers vers'd in Martial Exerciſes, ſome being gone to their own 
Habitations in Aſia, others in Mutinying and in ag Inſurre&tion 
in 
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in the Country, the K4zier made for form ſake, being old and ' 
unable to undergo the fatigues of Travelling ind of War. The 
Miniſters either ſuſpected, or unexpert. The Prince in no wiſe 
fix'd in the Throne, The Factions more vigorous than ever. The 
Depoſed Mahomer not only fomented by his Adherents in Con. 

antinople, but alſo by thoſe Abroad, His Son eſteemed by many, 
and look*d upon as the Riſing Sun, born to diſperſe the dark 
Shades of 1o many unhappy 'Succeſles, Soliman now reigning, not 
only deprived of theability to ſix & ſettle his fortune, but likewiſe 
Impotent to rule it. The Exchequer Exhauſted in ſuch manner 
that there ſeems not any poſſibility of reſtoring it to a ſtate of 
contributing to ſuch various Expences as are required, becauſe 
that the People being burden*d by ſo many impolitions they have 
undergone to pay the tumultuous Soldiery, and beſides compelP'd 
by the Rebells to unjuſt and Exorbitant Contributions, there 
ſeems not the leaſt proſpe& of their being able to contribute the 
leaſt aſliſtance to the preſent Exigencies. In ſhort all Concurrs 
to better the cauſe of God';, Infomuch that if Chriftiar Princes 
minding the Benefit they may reap from the preſentConjuntures, 
did not ſpare any means to make notable Acquiſitions, they 
might not only procure the Augmentation of their States, but 
alſo the Encreaſe and Extention of the Cathbolique Faith,
